The management of the Andean rail- 
road is unique.

cards that we could ever discover. We 
were simply tolfl that the train would 
go north or south in the morning <-r 
afternoon of a certain day, and we had 
to wait for it. The natives stretched 
themselves out on the railroad station 
platform and slept until the little tram 
came in, with a 
locomotive twenty 


years behind the times and cars that 
we used to see m the United States 
along m war times.

The 
general principles of Lister's methods 
have been thoioiighly and systematic- 
ally applied m our service. Not only 
a^e" there complete facilities for aseptic 
surgery in the field hospitals which will 
-Company the United States soldiers 
to Cuba or to the Philippines, as well 
as in the sick bays of cvety man-of- 
war, but in every regiment there are 
a certain number of men in the ranks, 
each provided with antiseptic dressing 
packed hermetically.
